The Principle of Meteoric Formation 


l>y Mutual Ciravltatlon Sot Contra- 
dictory, 
Scientist* 
Contend, 
to 


Known Physical I.avrs. 


Tho sun being assumed to be an Incan- 


descent liquid, now losing heat, the ques- 
tion' naturally occurs, how did this beat 
originate? 
It is certain that it cannot 


bave existed in tbe sun through an in- 
finity of past time, since as long as it baa 
so existed it must bave been suffering 
dissipation, and the finitcness of the sun 
precludes the supposition of an infinite 
stoic of beat in his body. 


The sun must therefore either havo 


been created as an active source of heat 
at sonic time of not immeasurable an- 
tiquity by au overruling decree, or tbe 
In-at which he has already radiated 
away and that which be still possesses 
must bave been acquired by a in-.tura! 
process following permanently established 
laws. 


Without pronouncing the former suppo- 


sition to be essentially incredible, we may 
K.-ifely say that it is in the highest degree 
improbable if we can show the latter to 
be not contradictory to known physical 
laws. 


And we do show this and more bf 


merely pointing to certain actions goir" 
on before us nt present, which, if suit 
ciontly abundant at some past time, must 
have given the sun beat enough to count, 
for all we know, of bis past radiation and 
present temperature. 


It is not necessary at present to enter 


at length on the details regarding thf 
meteoric theory, which appears to hav» 
been first proposed in a definite form by 
Mayer and afterward independently by 
Waterstou, or regarding the modified 
hypolhesis of meteoric vortices, which the 
writer of tbe present article showed to lie 
necoHBiiry in order thnt the length of the 
year, as known for the last -,0'JO years, 
may not have been sensibly disturbed by 
their sessions which tho sun's mans must 
have bad during that period, if the beat 
radiated away him alwaytt been comp"ii- 
nated by lie«t generated by meteoric in- 
flux. 


We may now believe that all the the- 


ories of complete or nearly complete con- 
temporaneous 
meteoric 
compensation 


nniht be rejected, but we may still holfj 
that "meteoric 
* * * is * * * not 


only proved to exist as a cause of solar 
heat, but it is (be only one of all conceiv- 
able causes which we know to exist from 
independent evidence." 


Thu form of meteoric theory which now 


seems most probable, and which was tirst 
discussed on true thermodynamic princi- 
ples by Ileimholt'/, consists in supposing 
tbe sun nnd its bent to have originated iu 
a coalition of smaller bodies falling to- 
gether by mutual gravitation nnd gener- 
al inn, as they must do, according to the 
great law demonstrate!1 by Joule, an ex- 
iiit tqnhalent af beat for tbe motion lo»5 
In coalition. 


That some form of meteoric theory is 


rrrtumJy the true and complete explana- 
tion of solar beat can ucurcely bo doubted 
when the following reasons art- consid- 
ered: 


First.—No other natural csplanutiou. 


except by chemical action, cau be con- 


Kecond.—Tlie chemical theory is quite 


ris.iflioieut, because tbe most energetic 
chemical action we know, talcing plncai 
between substances amounting to tbe 
whole nun's mans, would only generate 
about 3,000 yours' heat. 


Third.—There ia no difficulty In ae- 


couniing fo;- 20,000,000 years' heat by 
the meteoric theory. 


It would extend this article to too great 


k-ngtb and would require something of 
mathematical calculation to explain fully 
tbo. principles on which this last tutimaU 
is founded. 


It is enough to say that bodies, all much 


smaller than the sun, falling together 
from a state of relative rust, at mutual 
distances all large In comparison with 
their diameters, aud forming u globe of 
uniform density equal in rnnss and diam- 
eter to the sun, 
would gcnt-rato an 


amount of beat which, accurately calcu- 
lated according to Joule's principle and 
experimental results, is found to be juHt 
20,000,000 times 1'ouillete's estimate of 
tbe annual amount of solar radiation. 


Tbe sun's density must, in all probabil- 


ity, increase very much toward bis center, 
nnd 
therefore- a considerable greater 


amount of beat than that roust be sup- 
posed to have been generated if his whc.le 
mass was formed by the coalition of com- 
paratively small bodies. 
On the other 


hand, wo do not know how inucb bent 
luay Imve been dissipated by resistance 
and minor impacts before the final con- 
glomeration, but there is reason to believe 
that even tbe most rapid conglomeration 
that we conceive to have probably taken 
place could only leave tbe finished globe 
with about half tbo entire beat duo to the 
amount of potential energy of mutual 
gravitation exhausted. 


We may therefore accept as a lowest 


estimate for the sun's initial heat 10,000,- 
000 times a year's supply at the present 
rat'-, but 00.000,000 or 100,000,000 as 
possible in consequence of the sun's great- 
er dei.sity in bis central parts. 


The considerations adduced above re- 


garding the Kim's possible specific heat, 
rate- of eooiing and superficial tempera- 
ture render it probable that he must hare 
been very sensibly warmer a million yours 
ago tbau now, and consequently, if be 
has esistcd :is a luminary for 10,000,000 
or 20,000,000 years, be rnu«t have radiat- 
ed away considerably more tban the cor- 
responding number of limes the present 
year's amouiit of loss. 


It *>cf-ins. therefore, on tbe wbole, mos*. 


probable tbat the sun has not illuminated 
tbe earth for 100,000,000 years and al- 
most pertain i!»at be bos not done so for 
500,00-. >,000 jeurs. 


As for tin- future, we may say with 


equal certainty tbat Inhabitants of the 
earth cannot continue to enjoy the light 
nnd b'-at essential to their life for many 
million yea is longer unless sources now 
unknown to us an* prepared in tbe great 
f.orchouse of crr-atiou.—"Esjjays In As-

Fischer almost collapsed. The bag was 
tilled with plunder from tbe burglarised 
Eighth ward houses. Fischer didn't exalt 
over his ollicial companions. lie simply 
remarked to the desk sergeant: 
" 'Lock him up. I had n good dream— 


what? 
Anyhow, I was thinking for a 


good while I would like to see what was 
in that nice young nins>on's bag.' 


"It developed later that tbe mason had 


been employed in the construction of 
nearly every one of the little colony of 
Eighth ward houses and was thus fa- 
miliar with their interiors. 
He pleaded 


guilty to some of the charges and was 
tried and convicted on others, and a long 
term of imprisonment followed. 
After

KEEP OUT THE CHINESE. 


One of the Importnr. t QncMtl»n» Thai 


Contxrenn Must Settle TlilH Winter. 
A Washington corrosiwnUcnt says: 


Arriving numbers of congress from 
the Pael£< coast states have nlnmdj 
begun their agitation In favor of con 
tinulng in force the terms of the Chi- 
nese exclusion act. They have called 
lu numbers ut the treasury department 
in the past few days uuil have asked 
for reports of the work which has been 
done in the enforcement of the act. 
They have met with some opposition, 
they claim, from different' sections of 
the country where certain int6rests de- 
mand cheap labor and see in the Chi- 
namen the means of supplying it at a 
minimum of cost. There seems to be 
a general belief that the members fa- 
voring the extension of the terms of 
the act will win in their tight. They 
declare that the demands of their con- 
stituents are for the law. 
They de- 


clare that the "yellow peril" is as much 
feared in the far west as it was ten 
years ago. They have secured the sup- 
port of union labor In all sections of 
the country and expect assistance from 
them in making their fight. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 


American Federation of Labor, was at 
the Wl^te House and saw the presi- 
dent relative to legislation In which his 
organization is Interested. 
lie sub- 


mitted to the president a brief of the 
labor unions' position in important 
questions now pending and which will 
engage tin1 attention of congress at the 
coming session. 
The brief dwelt at 


length on the desire of union labor to 
have the terms of the exclusion act 
extended and made an argument in 
support of their position. Mr. Oompers 
told the president that his organiza- 
tion was not alone In wishing legisla- 
tion in this direction, but that his cor- 
respondence showed that all other im- 
portant organizations of the country 
request It. 


Bot'retury Onge Is said to be opposed 


to the exclusion act. but other treasury 
ofliclals wiio have had the enforcement 
of the act In haiul believe that its 
terms should be extended. They have 
received a number of calls from Minis- 
ter Wu, \vho has asked that it be al- 
lowed to lapse for a time. IIo has con- 
tended that Chinamen will not come 
to this country in sufficient numbers 
to menace the laborer of the United 
States. 
He lias told the officials that 


if given a few months' trial it will be- 
come apparent that the necessity for 
the act has passed. Mr. Wn declares 
that the net lias made It difficult for a 
desirable class of Chinamen 1o visit 
this country, lie believes that If the 
rostriethiiR of the act were removed 
Chinese* merelyints and sch-lars and 
an altogether '•desirable class of his 
people would come to the 
United 


! States, and there would be a direct 


< benefit to the United States through 
, the establishment of closer relations. 


Ilepresptativcs of the Hawaiian sug- 


ar planters ha ,'c readied Washington 


| and they will osk that congress. If it 


again passes an exclusion act. make its 
terms possible for them to Import Chi- 
nese laborers to Hawaii. They say that 
they do not object to its terms being 


! so framed that the Chinamen will not 


be allowed to come from the island 


' to the United States. 
They will eon- 


j sent to a provision that the Chinamen 
| can remain in Hawaii for only a limi- 
| ted period and that their employers 


be responsible for them returning to 


, their homes in China, and they will 


give bond to insure their not coming 
to this country. 
The proposition of 


the sugar planters involves also the 
contract labor law and will meet with 
determined opposition from the mem- 
bers of congress who believe in the 
rigid enforcement of that law. 


On this subject Mayor Phelan of San 


Francisco said recently: 


"It is no dream in this day of in- 


dustrial combinations, when we behold 
the unrestricted power of capital, to 
foresee that with the abandonment of 
the policy of exclusion 
land barons, 


money captains and commercial kings 
would reduce American labor to the 
condition of oriental servility and to a, 
standard of living no better than tbat 
of the Chinese. 
This certainly would 


he the inevitable tendency, and 1 be- 
lieve, on account of their tracta'oillty. 
the Chinese would be given preference 
in employment, which would mean the 
dcstruciion of the American working- 
man, and, with the destruction of the 
American workingman, the destruction 
of the republic. 


"One thing certain is that when they 


come to this country they know little 
else than manual labor, but they soon 
acquire a skill which enables them to 
compete with the trained American 
workingman. The Chinese in any con- 
siderable numbers are consequently a 
great potential danger to skilled labor. 
They work on railroads. In mines, in 
fields and orchards and forests, crowd- 
ing out the white la) orsr everywhere 
on acennt of their willinguess to work 
for a smaller wage." 


BUSINESS AND BEARDS.

Hl« Corloni Method of IJreuthlnv 


Under the Ice. 


"The beaver is really a sort of portable 


pulp mill, grinding up most any kind ot 
wood that conies his way. -I once meas- 
ured a white birch tree, twenty-two 
inches through, cut down by a beaver. A 
single beaver generally, if not always, 
amputates the tree, and when it comes 
down the -whole family falls to- and has a 
regular frolic witi the bark and branches. 
A big beaver will bring down a fair sized 
sapling—say, three inches through—in 
about two miuutes and a large tree ia 
about an hour. 


"One o£ the queerest facts about tba 


beaver is the rapidity with which his 
long, chisel shaped teeth recover from an 
injury. 
I have known beavers to break 


their teeth in biting a trap, and when I 
caught them again ten days afterward 
you couldn't see a sign of the break—the 
teeth had grown out to their former per- 
fection iu that short period. 


"As compared with the otter or mink, 


the beaver is a very slow swimmer. His 
front legs hang by bis side, aud he uses 
only bis webbed hind feet for purposes of 
swimming. It is easy to capture one in 
a canoe if you can find him in shoal wa- 
ter. He is a most determined fighter, but 
clumsy and easy to handle. If he could 
get bold of you with bis teetb, be would 
almost take a leg off; so you want to 
watch him sharply. The place to grab 
bim is by the tail. 


"The ability of a beaver to remain un- 


der water for a long time is really not so 
tough a problem as it looks. When the 
lake or pond is frozen over, a beaver will 
come to the under surface of the ice and 
expel his breath, so that it \vill form a 
wide, flat bubble. The air, coming in con- 
tact with the ice and water, is purified, 
and the beaver breathes it again. This 
operation he can repent several times. 
The otter and muskrat do the same thing. 


"It almost takes a burglar proof safe to 


hold a newly captured beaver. 
I once 


caught an old one and two kittens up the. 
north brunch of the Sou-west, put them in 
a barrel and brought them down to Mirn- 
michi lake. 
That night she gnawed a 


hole through the barrel and cleared out, 
leaving her kittens. They were so young 
that I had no hope of feeding them, so I 
released them in the hope tbat the mother 
might tiiid them. 
Soon after tbat I 


caught a big male beaver. 
I made a 


large log pen for bim of dry spruce, but 
the second night he cut a log aud disap- 
peared. 


"Beavers, when alarmed, generally mako 


up stream, so 1 went to the brook where 
a little branch came iu, and 1 thought I 
would go up tbat a little way. and I 
hadn't gone more than ten rods before I 
came across my 1ml sitting up in the bed 
of the brook having a lunch on a stick be 
had cut. 
He actually looked as U he 


Unew he was playing truant when bo 
caught sight of me out of the side of bis 
eye. 


"I picked him up by the tail, brought 


him back, put him in the pen, supplied 
Uini with plenty of fresh poplar and bo 
seemed as tame as possible und never 
gave me tiny more trouble. 
I brought 


him out to Stanley, where he lived a long 
time. Turnbull had n mongrel dog which 
was jealous of the beaver, and one day 
attacked him. lie did that only once, for 
the bearer nipped tho dog's tail off quiek- 
crn'n a cat would catch a mouse."—Hod 
and Gun.

The Makam is.tLat vast native ceme- 


tery in which it is the desire of every 1'a- 
tinug Malay to find his last resting place. 
It coverg many acres of ground, and the 
'ittltt nesnn, or headstones, rise every- 
where ihrough the rank growths that 
cover the fruitful soil. A few trees stand 
here and there—trees with thick, fat 
leaves, soft and flabby to the touch, of 
the kind called "spoons" by the JMal^-s 
because their shape is not unlike that ot 
a flat ricp ludle. 


Occasionally the grave of a rojuh, a no- 


ble or !, man of wealth is marked by n 
iieadstoci' upon which pome pious •words 
of Arabic invocation have been rudely 
carved, some others are squared roughly, 
but for th; most part the graves have no 
other ornament than a round piece of 
water worn granite protruding only a fe\v 
inches abort: the surface of the ground or 
a rudely catrod \\ooden peg leaning cra- 
zily to one side. Two or three of the 
graves have rumble down erections bnilt 
over them by the piety of the surviving 
relatives of law who lies beneath. Their 
devotion, however, has not been equal to 
the task of keeping their work ia repair, 
and the decaying uprights and cross- 
pieces have the appearance of a pile of 
'•pelicans. 


Tiacos may be noted in other luirls of 


the ceruotciy of spasmodic attempts to 
fence in some of the graves, but these 
have lonj; been abandoned us L'topian. 
Ou one rajah's jrrave may be seen n hujje

which it wns orijtiually fashioned, limit) 
huts riso here und theio among the 
Drives, with the erases and cn.vper-4 
cliLjiiut; about their knees, ami these are. 
built by the desire of the dead who havo 
left mon^y behind them for the purpose 
(o accommodate the priests and holy men 
who come to chant \ei-ses of the Korau 
during the quiet nighttime that the souls 
of tl'o departed may rest in pence. 


All the graven, from those of the kinjra 


who ruled the hind to those of the peas- 
ants who tilled the soil, are nameless, 
and thus A\hen a man hiis laid beneath 
the sod for a year or tuo e'v en those of 
his kindred \\lio held him most dear ate 
unable to f-ay A\ith certainty \\here their 
brother lies bulled.—National Iteview.
